The Committee of Two, on returning, pre- 
sented the following annual message from 
His Honor the Mayor: 

: Mayor’s Office, 
Hoboken, N.°J., January 1, 1915. 

To, the Council:— 

Gentlemen—-In this, my fourth annual mes- 
sage, it is not my purpose to make many

recommendations for the ensuing year, as I 
personally believe that it is the consensus of 
opinion of a majority of our citizens that the 
form of our municipal government should be 
changed. All who have given serious thought 
to the affairs of our city government are un- 
doubtedly convinced that our present form of 
government is not at all adapted for or re- 
sponsive to. present day requirements and 
conditions. ] 
The present indications are that within the 
next few months there will be a municipal 
election to determine whether the City of Ho- 


boken shall adopt the Commission form of 
Government, and if the vote shall be in the 
affirmative, those holding office and employ- 


ment under the City Government at the time 
when such election is held, will be automatic- 
ally relieved of their offices and positions, and 
the Commissioners-elect, to whom will be en- 
trusted the administration of our City Gov- 
ernment, will appoint officers and employes 
of their own selection. 

I advise all municipal departments to re- 
frain from contracting any obligation other 
than such as may be absolutely necessary, 
until the question as to whether the Com- 
mission form of Government is to be adopted 
shall be determined by the voters. We should 
not by any act of ours tie the hands of or 
in anywise embarrass the officials who may 
succeed Us. 

In consequence of the European War, which 
has caused so much misery and devastation, 
a great many of our citizens have been de- 
prived of employment, thus imposing much 
hardship and distress upon them. I am con- 
vineed that many of our unemployed citizens 
have found it very difficult to make ends 
meet and now with the prospects of cold 
weather confronting them, they will undoubt- 
edly endure much suffering. 

it would have been a great help, to our 
citizens if the city could have 
commenced work on some necessary improve- 
ment, but owing to lack of appropriations 
therefor such unfortunately could not be done. 
We should see to it that assistance is ‘pro- 
vided to all those deserving thereof. Those 
of us who have comfortable homes and plenty 


to eat should aid those less fortunate, par- 
ticularly the aged and infirm and families 
where there are little children. 


I take this occasion to compliment the Hud- 
son Observer and those who contributed to its 
Christmas Fund, for the splendid work done 
in making Christmas a happy day for so many 
to whom the day would otherwise have been 
indeed a sad Christmas. ; 

FINANCES. 

Our financial condition is such that when- 
ever our municipal bonds have been offered 
for sale to the public, the bids presented 


therefor have been such as to unmistakably 
evidence that the financial world consider 
the same to be a most desirable investment. 
The Comptroller should be required to pre- 
pare and submit to the Council the annual 
statement of the city not later than one 
month after the fiscal year. As I stated to 
you in my previous message, the Comptroller 
should also be required to diligently exercise 
the duty imposed upon him by law as auditor 
of the funds of the School Board, and keep 
a proper record thereof; also that he be re- 
quired to audit, at stated intervals, the ar- 
counts of the Board of Water Commission- 
ers, Collector of Revenue, City Treasurer 
and other municipal departments and offices, 
and submit to the Council his report in writ- 
ing as to the condition thereof. 

I would again urge that all of our mu- 
nicipal departments economize whereever 


_economy may be practiced, as it is apparent - 


that our source of revenue is not likely to 
increase to any great extent in the very near 
future, or at least until the northwesterly 
section of the city should be developed for 
manufacturing or other purposes. In this 
regard I am pleased to be informed that the 
Council contemplates to start off the new year 
by a reduction in salaries of city officials in 
instances where reductions may reasonably 
be made, and I trust that the same spirit of 
economy which actuates the Council in so 
doing will throughout the year be manifested 
along other lines, to the end that our tax- 
payers who complain of the present tax rate 
and the burden imposed upon them thereby, 
may leok forward to a reduction of the tax 
rate for the next fiscal year. 

My opportunities of observation and inves- 
tigation as to the conduct of our municipal 
government leads me to believe that our 
present form of government does not afford 
a proper concentration of authority and a 
sufficiently economical administration, which 
objections would be met and satisfactorily 
adjusted by a change in our form of govern- 
ment. 

SCHOOLS. 

With the opening of the schools in Sep- 
tember last the School Board eliminated a 
condition which, while considered perhaps 
unavoidable, was not fair to a great number 
of our citizens and their children. I refer 
to the part-time classes. There are not at 
present any part-time classes in our schools. 
Every child is afforded a full school day. 
[ am sure it has been a source of great 
satisfaction to all of our citizens that new 
Public School No, 1 has been completed 
and is now occupied. On December 31, 
1913, I laid the cornerstone of said building, 
which was finished and opened to the pupils 
for the September term. In the new Ptb- 


lic School No. 1 we have one of the finest 
school buildings in the State, and I per- 
sonally know that the members of the 
Board of Education have done everything in 
their power to make it so. 

Our schools continue to keep abreast of 
the times, and the Board of Education is 
adding from time to time classes in teach- 
nig, which, while perhaps new, are very 
essential. Pupils who are deficient in their 
studies are being cared for by separate 
classes, where they may receive the special 
attention they may require, and if they are 
inclined towards industrial, rather than men- 
tal work, they are being educated in that 
way. Even though in some instances we 
may not be able to make good scholars cof 
pupils who attend our public schools, we 
should at least endeavor to make of them 
good citizens and useful members of s09- 
ciety. 

The medical staff of the school department 
is most efficient and has been doing ex- 
ceilent work. When the schools are reopened 
a ter the holiday season, the medical staff 
wi'l thoroughly examine every child in our 
schools. 

The lectures which have been held every 
Tuesday evening in the High School, have 
been most instructive and were enjoyed by 
a great many of our people. Such lec- 
tures will be continued under the _ super- 
vision of the Board of Education. During 
the past year, under the patronage of the 
Board of Education, assisted by Mr. George 
Lankering, former president of said Board, 
and Commissioner Richard Mooney, free 
Sunday concerts have been given at the 
High School, and have been patronized and 
enjoyed by a large number of our citizens. 

LIBRARY. 

The general condition of the Free Public 
Library is practically as referred to in my 
messages for the past two years. The in- 
creased demands on the facilities-of the build- 
ing and particularly that portion devoted to 
the juvenile department were such as to re- 
quire the removal of this department to the 
upper floor of the building To do .thiseeae 
was necessary to have the sanction of the 
‘Trustees for Industrial Education, which, after 
the necessity being explained to them, was 
cheerfully granted. This removal of the ju- 
venile department greatly relieved the over- 
crowded condition existing in all the other de- 
partments and enabled the Trustees to pro- 
vide a separate room for the German and 
Italian books, and this in turn provided ad- 
ditional accommodations for all the other de- 
partments and greatly facilitated the work of 
the attendants in meeting the increased de- 
mand for books and for information in all the 
departments of the library. The details of the 


library finances and the work accomplisihed 
are so fully covered in the annual report to 
thhe Council that this passing notice I deem 
sufficient as to said institution. 

HEALTH. 

We have been quite fortunate during the 
past year as regards the general health of 
our people, but, unfortunately, during the 
past few months a number of cases of diph- 
theria have come to the attention of the 
health authorities, who, by their painstaking 
and systematic efforts and application, have 
so controlled the situation that such disease 
will be prevalent in our midst but a very 
short time. 

I again feel called upon to condemn the non- 
inspection throughout the year of foodstuffs. 
This important matter has not received the 
attention which it merits, and until it does, 
our citizens will have no means of being as- 
sured that the article which they purchase is 
pure and wholesome and kept and sold under 
proper sanitary conditions. Asim ie stated in 
my previous message, there should also be a 
and adequate milk inspection. 

It is not sufficient to discover 
condition, such as a dealer selling food 
stuffs unfit for human consumption, or a 
milk dealer selling impure milk. We should 
make jt not only unprofitable, but dangerous 
to the liberty of persons who so offend. In 
comparison with other cities of the size of 
Hoboken we have been very sparing in our 
appropriation for the maintenance of the 
Health Department, and I sincerely trust 
that the saving in money is not at the sac- 
rifice of human lives, and if so, it is in- 
excusable. I appreciate that much good has 
been accomplished throughout the past year 
in the way of milk inspection, but every 
precaution should be exercised to prohibit 
the sale of other than pure milk of standard 
requirements. . 

SEWERS AND STREETS. 

I am very much gratified at the progress 
which has been made towards the achieve- 
ment of our much-desired sewer 
During the past year James H. Fuertes, 
Esq., was employed to prepare and furnish 
to the city detailed plans and specifications 
ready to submit to bidders for the con- 
struction of the proposed Eleventh street 
and Fifteenth street sewers, and their col- 
lectors, together with all appurtenances, as 
described in plan ‘‘B’ of his report to the 
Council dated September 15th, 1913, and 
the supplemental report submitted January 
23d, 1913; it being understood and agreed 
that in preparing the plans and_ specifica- 
tions for the sewers and their appurtenances 
in the two drainage areas above mentioned, 
that is, the areas tributary to the Eleventh

street and Fifteenth street outfall sewers, as 
shown on said plan ‘“B,’’ Mr. Fuertes 
could make all necessary investigations, 
surveys and borings, and complete and de- 
liver to the City Clerk all the plans and 
specifications referred to, ready for approval 
by the Board of Health of the State of New 
Jersey. 


Mr. Fuertes is still engaged in his said 
work, but should very soon be prepared to 
submit to the Council, through the City 
Clerk, the aforesaid plans, specifications, 
etc. I feel that I am expressing the wish of 
our citizens having the welfare of our city 
at heart, when I say that it would be to the 
best interests of the city that the entire 
sewer construction, as contemplatea, should 
be placed under the immediate direction 
and supervision of Mr. Fuertes, who is 
recognized throughout this country as an 
eminent engineer, having particular skill in 
such class of work, and if such be done, 
I feel assured that by January 1, 1916, 
the sewer problem, so‘far as it relates to the 
unsewered portion of our city, will be solved 
and adequate relief afforded. It will then 
devolve upon those officials to whom the ad- 
ministration of our municipal government 
shall thereafter be entrusted to remedy the 
sewer conditions in the southwestern section 
of our city, where, I am advised, the sewers 
have settled considerably, and as a result 
thereof the flow is not sufficiently free to 
carry off the heavy rain falls. 

In my two previous messages I recommend- 
ed that you ascertain whether the city has 
the power to regulate the matter of uniform 
sidewalks of established grade, or whether 
it is necessary to seek legislation therefor, 
and I again commend this matter to your 
earnest consideration. I would again recom- 
mend that you require that the receiving 
basins throughout the city be regularly and 
thoroughly cleaned. I feel that proper at- 
tention has not heretofore been given there- 
to, and the neglect in this regard has at 
times caused a flooding of our streets. The 
number of employes which you have for 
such work should insure more satisfactory 
results, 

I again repeat what I stated in my two 
previous messages that it would be well for 
you to consider the advisability of investi- 
gating the quality of gas and electric light 
furnished to our city, with a view of ascer- 
taining whether the contract specifications 
relating thereto are being fully complied 
with, and when the time arrives for the city 
to enter into a new contract for the fur- 
nishing of electric light, the interests of the 
city should be carefully safeguarded not only 
in the price to be paid therefor, but in the 


specifications therefor and the character cf 
lamps to be provided. The arc lights which 
are in use throughout our city at the present 
time are not of modern standard. 

I regret that the network of wires which 
have been strung along Washington street 
have not throughout the past year been 
placed under ground in conduits provided 
therefor, -and that the unsightly wooden 
poles have not been removed from = said 
street. The Public Service Corporation has 
indicated its willingness to accede to my re- 
quest in the erection of a more ornamental 
iron pole for the suspension of its trolley 
wires than the poles now in use on said 
street, but in granting the required permis- 
sion therefor care should be exercised that 
the interests of the city be carefully safe- 
guarded. 

I deem it advisable to repeat at this time 
what I statd in my previous message, that 
the placing of wires underground and the 
removal of unsightly poles and numerous 
overhead wires will not only beautify our 
streets but will tend to comply with the 
recommendations of the Board of Fire Un- 
derwriters, and afford greater facility to our 
Fire Department to cope with fires whenever 
oceasion may require; not only that, but it 
should also afford our citizens a reduction 
in the rate of fire insurance. 

The unusual increase in fire insurance 
rates recently imposed upon the owners wf 
frame dwellings in the westerly section of 
our city, should merit the immediate aiten- 
tion and consideration of the Council, to the 
end, that our property owners may be af- 
forded adequate relief in the premises, — it 
does not seem to me that any good reason 
can be advanced by the insurance companins 
for the very great increase in such insur- 
ance rates, aS not only has the city ox- 
pended within the past few years a very 
large sum of money in the enlargement and 
extension of its water mains, but also in 
equipping our fire department with the must 
modern fire apparatus.- Prior to the installa- 
lion of new water mains the fire insurance 
companies increised the insurance rates 
throughout our city to a considerable ex- 
tent, promising a reduction thereof when the 
new water mains were installed. Such re- 
duction, however, was never granted, and in 
view of such fact, the recent increase in 
rates, of which our citizens complain, is 
inexplicable to me: I am advised that the 
recent increase in fire insurance rates was 
made possible by the provisions of Chapter 
8 .of the Laws of 1913, and if such be the 
fact, I would advise that the Council adopt 
a resolution requesting the representatives 
in- the Legislature to forthwith repeal said 
law. 
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I would again urge that such proceedings 
be inaugurated as may be necessary to re- 
quire the Public Service Railway Company 
to remove from our streets, railway tracks, 
the use of which has been abandoned by said 
company. I refer particularly to the tracks 
on River street between Newark and Second 
streets, and on First and Second streets 
between River and Washington streets. I 
deem it advisable also for the city to ques- 
tion, by appropriate legal proceedings, the 
right of the Public Service Railway Com- 
pany to operate a street railway line on Hud- 
son Place between River and Hudson streets, 
Hudson street between Hudson Place and 
Newark street, and Newark street from Hud- 
son street to Henderson street. Newark 
street being much used in vehicular traf- 
fic, and being quite narrow, it would be we!l 
to require said railway company to vacate 
the use of said street, if it should not be 
lawfully authorized to operate its cats 
thereon. 

the Corporation Attorney advised me recent- 
lv, and he has also advised the Council, that 
the Public Service Railway Company undéer- 
took to erect a superstructure on its terminal 
building at Hudson Place, without authority 
from the city therefor. Inasmuch as the 
city’s rights were not, in the opinion of many 
of our citizens, as carefully safeguarded as 
they might have been in years gone by, I feel 
that due consideration should be given to 
such application as may be made for the 
grant of privileges which impose an addition- 
al burden and servitude upon our streets, but 
that such privileges should not be granted 
without our citizens being fully informed of 
the nature and extent of such application, 
and an opportunity to be heard thereon, be- 
fore the Councily should undertake to grant, 
by ordinance or otherwise, the privileges 
sought. 

During the past year an effort was made 
in behalf of the city to obtain an order from 
the Boxrd of Public Utility Commissioners to 
require the Public Service Railway Company 
to transfer passengers at the terminal station 
of said company, rather than to require pas- 
sengers to transfer at various street corners, 
as is now the custom. ‘The importance there- 
of to our citizens is manifest. While the 
Board of Public Utility Commissioners denied 
the petition therefor, nevertheless, I fee] that 
a further effort should be made in this re- 
gard. 

Various street improvements which were 
commenced in 1918 were completed during the 
past year, but two of our most prominent 
streets are yet in a deplorable condition for 
want of repavement. I refer to Fourteenth 
street and Newark street. 

Before either of said streets are repaved 


we should see that the sewers in said 
streets are put in good condition, and be- 
fore any more smooth pavements are laid 
throughout the city, it would be advisable to 
determine whether the insertion of the ten- 
year guarantee clause in the specifications 
therefor is not a costly provision. In my 
judgment it is, and I feel that it should not 
be included in any more _ specifications for 
asphalt pavements, as such a provision seems 
to restrict the bidding upon said work and 
therefore deprives the city of the fair and 
full competitive bidding which should be en- 
couraged. 
POLICE DEPARTMENT. 

As President of the Police Board I have 
been in close touch with Police Department 
at all times. I am very proud of the de- 
partment, but not more so than we all 
should be, because from the chief of police 
to the patrolmen, they are a body that any 
city may well be proud of. This depart- 
ment is in need of an automobile police pa- 
trol to replace the present horse-drawn ve- 
hicle, and it would be a saving to the city 
to secure same. The department has fre- 
quently been obliged to hire horses in con- 
sequence of the horses of the department 
‘being sick. The police wagon, which is now 
in use is in very bad condition, and while I 
appreciate that we should economize wher- 
ever possible, I am aware that the Police 
Department has not unnecessarily expended 
as much as one cent of the taxpayers’ 
money. ii the Police Department should be 
provided with an automobile police patrol, it 
would increase the efficiency of the depart- 
ment far in excess of the cost thereof. 

During the past year Captain Juilus Nel- 
son and Sergeant George Dittes were re- 
tired under the provisions of Chapter 72 of 
the Laws of 1911. The retirement of said 
officers was not optional with the Board of 
Police Commissioners. Under the provisions 
of the aforesaid law any member of the 
Police Department who shall have attained 
the age of fifty-five years, and shall have 
honorably served on the police force for a 
period of twenty-five years, shall, upon his 
application, be retired on half pay. Both of 
said officers were above the age of fifty- 
five years and had honorably served on the 
police force for a period of twenty-five years. 

FIRE DEPARTMENT. . 

During the past year the Fire Department 
has had added to it a motor-driven combina- 
tion wagon and has now under consideration, 
with the idea of purchase, a tractor for No. 1 
Engine. The city has recently bought a tract 
of land at Jefferson and Second streets, where- 
on to erect a new firehous, which, when com- 
pleted and ready for occupancy, will relieve 


'the congested condition of the Ferry street 


firehouse, which now and heretofore has been 
occupied by members of two companies. As 
one of said companies is to occupy the new 
firehouse, the Ferry street house will then be 
sufficiently commodious for the remaining 
company. Then, too, the removal of one 
company to the house which is to be located 
at Jefferson and Second streets will afford 
better protection to that section of the city. 

It has been a matter of serious thought 
with the officials of the Fire Department that 
such part of the city has not heretofore had 
adequate protection aaginst fire, particularly 
inasmuch as the neighborhood is principally 
made up of frame buildings. If it can rea- 
sonably be done this year the Ferry street 
firehouse should be remodelled and put in 
first class condition. The Fire Commissioners 
have for a long time considered the advis- 
ability of making extensive and necessary re- 
pairs to said firehouse and it may be well to 
do so in the very near future. Such changes 
have been deferred until the question was 
finally settled as to whether a new house 
should be built or the Ferry street house 
should be altered or rebuilt to suit the con- 
venience and requirements of two companies. 

The Fire Commissioners have seen fit to 
grant an extra twelve hours leave of absence 
to the firemen in addition to the one day off 
in every six days, which they have been ac- 
customed to. I am sure that the Commis- 
sioners would like to do better in such re- 
spect if it were possible to do so, as the men 
of said department by their exemplary con- 
duct and ability, have merited all he consid- 
eration that may be extended to them, with 
due regard to the needs of the department and 
the safety of city property and the lives of our 
citizens. I1 desire at this time to mention a 
fact that possibly has escaped the notice of 
the average citizen, that is, that at every large 
fire there can be found, almost without ex- 
ception, every fireman and policeman who may 
not then be on active duty, rendering such 
assistance as possible. 

From this it may be readily seen that when- 
ever the services of either the policemen or 
firemen, who are off duty, may be required, 
they are available. 

PARKS. 

During the past year one hundred se- 
lected trees were planted in our city parks, 
and I am pleased to say that they all give 
promise, if cared for properly, of showing 
good results. Additional selected trees 
should be planted during the ensuing year 
to replace the old trees that seem to be fast 
dying off. Elysian Park has become a very 
popular resort and is indeed a credit to the 
city. The upper part of Hudson Square 
Park is in fairly good condition. The lower 


part of said park has been a serious probiem 
for quite some time. \ 

In my judgment an inland bath should be 
located there at some time in the very near 
future; if such be established the city could 
then dispense with the river bathhouse, here- 
tofore maintained at considerable expense. 
lt am advised that the bathhouse which has 
been maintained by the city at the foot of 
Fifteenth street was occupied daily through- 
out the summer months by between one 
thousand and fifteen hundred persons, and 
{ consider that much more good would re- 
sult to our citizens if they were afforded 
the use of an up-to-date inland bath, 
equipped with all modern appurtenances. 
Church Square Park. requires particular at- 
tention; the edges of the grass plots are in 


a deplorable state and in many places 
throughout said park the grass plots are 
bare and unsightly. I feel that if closer 


attention was given to said park much better 


results would be evidenced, and it would 
present, as it should, an admirable condi- 
tion. 

PLAYGROUNDS. 


Our Jefferson s.reet playgrounds, under the 
supervision and management of the Play- 
ground Commissioners and their capabie 
superintendent, is affording beneficial resu:is 
in that section oi: the city, as any one who 
may tke the opportunity to investigate may 
readily ascertain. The only particular com- 
plaint seems to be that the building and 
grounds are too limited in scope for all of 
the good work that could be accomplished. 
Mr. Durstewitz, the Superintendent, has 
-assured me that if more adequate quarters 
were available he would be able to show 
much better results, and that he would like 
to have a larger hall provided so that the 
boys who frequent the playgrounds could 
have more room for indoor sports, such as 
basketball and the like. I hope that in the 
near future the city will provide ample 
places where boys and girls, young men and 
young -women, may enjoy recreation and 
sports, while at the same time enjoying pure 
and wholesome air, under the guidance and 
regulation of the Play Ground Commission- 
ers and their wideawake superintendeni, to 
the end that it may not be necessary for our 
youths to seek their pleasures and amuse- 
ments under conditions and circumstances 
which may not have a tendency towards 
their intellectual and physical attainments 
and betterments. 
REDUCTION OF STREET RAILWAY FARES 

For many years past our citizens, and the 
newspapers, have agitated and advosated the 
establishment of a three-cent street railway 
fare throughout the City of Hoboken, and at 
iny request the Corporation Attorney filed with 


the Board of Public Utility Commissioners a 
petition to effectuate such purpose. I an 
pleased to state that during the past year 
the Council, in furtherance of such project, 
has employed EH. C. M. Rand, a recognized 
expert in the making of physical valuations of 
the properties of street railways, traction and 
other corporations, to make a physical valu- 
ation of the property used and employed by 
the Public Service Railway Company in the 
operation of its street railway lines in and 
throughout the City of Hoboken, and: to ren- 
der expert service requisite to a proper in- 
vestigation and ascertainment of data and 
facts applicable to the cost, maintenance and 
operation of the street railway lines of said 
company in and throughout the city, necessary 
to be preseated to the Board of Public Utility 
Commissioners, and the presentation therof 
to said board, to the end, that upon a thorough 
inquiry and investigation being had before said 
board, a determination and order may be made 
by said board requiring the Public Service 
Railway Company to reduce the rate of fare 
for the carriage and conveyance of passengers 
Within the territorial limits of our city from 
five cents, as now charged by said company, 
to three cents, or such other reasonable sum 
as said board may determine. I hope that 
within the next few months our efforts in this 
respect will bear fruition.

make retrenchment and curtailment in every 
possible manner, even to the reduction of the 
wages of their employes; and 

Whereas, Purely as a business proposition, 
without a semblance of attack upon the office- 
holders on account of their politics or their 
personality, it is deemed necessary to make a 
general cut in the salaries of the city’s offi- 
cials comirg under the dominion of the Com- 
mon Council. We cannot see that with the 
city’s existing and ever-increasing needs, any 
office or number of offices can be abolished as 
unnecessary and useless, and while we de- 
plore the necessity of reducing the salaries of 
men who have rendered faithful and loyal 
services for years past, and given full value 
for their pay, we believe the officials so 
affected will appreciate the exigencies requir- 
ing this step and understand our sympathies 
and the humane consideration actuating the 
Common Councii, the trustees of the city’s 
best interests; and 

Whereas, The members of the Council have 
exhorted corporations and the large employers 
of labor to strive to continue the employ- 
ment of Hoboken’s workingmen. and have 
urged landlords to ameliorate the conditions 
of their tenants who are tardy in the pay- 
ment of rents, and have otherwise endeavored 
to lighten conditions due to the present dull- 
ness in business, we therefore at this glad 
season of the year feel averse and hesitate to 
inflict a great hardship of dismissing a num- 
ber of the city’s employes, thereby adding to 
the number of the unemployed, a number 
now all too large, and while we are confident 
that if a change in our form of government 
by the adoption of the Walsh Act is brought 
about, the total salary list under Commission 
Government will exceed the present salary 
list, we see in the contemplated election a 
further erason for not abolishing any exist- 
ing office at this time; therefore be it 

Resolved, That it is the sense of the Com- 
mon Council that there be a general cut and 
reduction of the salaries of the city’s officials 
to the end that there be saved to our tax- 
payers the@ aggregate yearly amount off 
$20,000, believing that so doing appreciation 
will be given to the members of the Common 
Council for this large retrenchment put in 
operation, which is similar to that practiced 
by corporations, business houses and the em- 
ployers of labor, and that appreciation be 
likewise given to the city’s officials who, ac- 


cepting such reduction, will continue to give 
their services for wages which are not com- 
mensurate with their work, but in keeping 
with the existing hard times; and it is hereby 

Resolved, That the following reductions 
shall be and the same are hereby respectively 
made in the salaries payable to the following 
city officials for the year commencing Janu- 
ary 1, 1915, so that said officials shall re- 
ceive during said year the salaries mentioned 
instead of the salaries heretofore fixed and 
established, viz.:

Gentlemen.—My opinion has been asked as 
to the authority of your honorable body to 
fix and regulate by resolution, or ordinance, 
the salary or compensation of municipal 
officers and employes. 

I am advised that at the meeting of the 
Council on January ist, 1915, various: reso- 
lutions were submitted to your honorable 
body, by which, if adopted, it was proposed 
to reduce the pay or salary of municipal 
officers and employes therein mentioned, and 
that subsequently ordinances were presented 
to your honorable body, having for their pur- 
pose the same object, which ordinances have 
passed two readings and now await final 
passage. . 

By virtue of the provisions of Chapter 379 
of the Session Laws of 1911 (P. L. 1911 p. 
783), the term of all persons, except those 
therein specifically excepted from the pro- 
visions of said act, holding therein specific- 
ally excepted from the provisions of said 
act, holding a position or office under the 
government of any city of the second class 
then or thereafter having a population of 
seveny thousand (70,000) inhabitants, and 
not exceeding ninety thousand (),000) in- 
habitants, were abolished. 

The city of Hoboken 
second class within 
act. 

It is provided in the aforesaid act that no 
person, except those therein specifically ex- 
cepted from the provisions thereof, then or 
thereafter holding a position or office under 
the government of any such city, shall be 
removed from his position or office or re- 
duced in pay or position, except for ‘‘just 
cause,’’ and after a_ public hearing on 
charges to be submitted in writing and an 
opportunity being given to the _ person 
charged to be heard thereon, in the manner 
provided in said act. 

Those who are specifically excepted from 
the provisions of the aforesaid act are: 

All officers elected by popular vote.

All appointees of the Mayor or other head 
officer of the municipality. 

All employees of any Board of Education 
who are required to hold certificates of 
qualification for eligibility for such em- 
ployment. 

All law officers of any municipality of the 
first class and their legal assistants who 
must of necessity be attorneys or counsel- 
lors at law. 

The deputy, or first assistant of princi- 
pal executive officers, authorized by law to 
act generally for and in place of his prin- 
cipal. 

The members of commissions, boards and 
finance officers appointed or elected by the 
Board of Aldermen, Common Council, Board 
ef Chosen Freeholders, or other governing 
body of a municipality. 

“Just cause,’’ as defined in said act, and 
for which persons holding a position or office 
under the city government may be removed 
or reduced in pay or position, signifies ‘“‘in- 
efficiency, incapacity, or conduct unbecom- 
ing a public officer or employee.”’ 

The aforesaid act does not apply to such 
cities of the second class as have adopted 
Chapter 156 of the Session Laws of 1908 
(P. L. 1908 p. 235), generally known as the 
Civil Service Act. 

It will thus be observed that after June 
14th, 1911, when the provisions of Chapter 
379 of the Session Laws of 1911 went into 
effect, the officers and employees of the city 
of Hoboken who were not specifically ex- 


cepted from the provisions thereof, were 
vested with a ‘‘tenure of office’’ and sub- 
ject to be removed from their respective 


office or position or reduced in pay or posi- 
tion only in the manner prescribed in said 
act, and inasmuch as the reduction in pay 
contemplated and proposed by the afore- 
said resolutions and ordinances, is not in 
compliance with the provisions of said act, 
the said resolutions and ordinances would 
not serve to warrant the reduction in pay 
contemplated and proposed thereby, and are 
therefore illegal. 

Chapter 196 of the Session Laws of 1912, 
which is ‘‘An act to authorize and empower 
cities of the second class in this State to 
fix and regulate the salaries and compensa- 
tion of municipal officers and employees,’’ 
approved March 27th, 1912, provides ‘‘that 
it shall be lawful for any city of the second 
class, by its Common Council, Board of 
Aldermen or other governing body having 
control of the finances, to fix and regulate 
by ordinances the salary or compensation of 
all municipal officers and employees, but no 
change in the salary or compensation of any 
such officers shall take. effect during the 
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term for which the officer then in office 
shall have been elected. or within the period 
intervening between the election of any such 
officer and the assumption of the duties of 
his office.’’ 

It is manifest from the provisions of the 
aforesaid act that the change or reduction 
in the salary or compensation contemplated 
and proposed by the resolutions and ordi- 
nances in question are clearly illegal. 

I advise you therefore that the adoption 
of the aforesaid resolutions, or the passage 
and approval of the aforesaid ordinances 
will not effect the reduction in salary or 
compensation contemplated and _ proposed 
thereby, and such resolutions and ordinances 
would be null and void.

hereby report that they have examined the 
Same and find it incorrect in several in- 
stances. We find also that the Police Com- 
missioners have unlawfully undertaken to 
place on the retired list of the Police De- 
partment Sergeant John Stanton without 
his assent and against his will. We find 
also that said Police Commissioners have 
undertaken on the eve of their retirement 
from office which ahs been brought about 
by the adoption of Commission form of 
government, to appoint Detective Sergeant 
Daniel J. Kiely to be a Police Captain, 
Roundsman William Donahue to be a Police 
Sergeant, Roundsman Jeremiah Breen to 
be a Detective Sergeant, Patrolman John 
Hildeman and Patrick Behan to be Police 
Roundsmen and Arthur Erbeck and Charles 
Peirano to be Patrolmen. We respectfully 
call your attention to the message of Mayor 
Cooke to the Council on February 10, 1915, 
in which he says: “In my message of the 
first of January, 1915. I suggested that in 
view of the fact that we are about to have 
an election that would decide the adoption 
or rejection of the Commission form of 
government, we should refrain from taking 
any action that might tie the hands of the 
newly elected officials under the new plan.”
